Feather, was the article with 
which I disagreed. Mr. Feather, 
who is charming as well as a 
tho u ght-pro v o king writer, him­ 
self ex presses no o pinio n o n the 
qu estio n u nder discu ssio n. 
He 
merely asks the reader his o pin­ 
io n. 
Two au tho rs agree in this ar­ 
ticle that “libraries are cata­ 
co mbs, that mo st bo o ks are 
mu mmies, and mo st so -called 
kno wledge and cu ltu re is fo ssil­ 
ized misinfo rmatio n and su per­ 
stitio n,” that the hu man race 
co u ld safely su rv iv e the lo ss o f 
ev ery page o f the glo rio u s liter­ 
atu re o f the past, that o ne hu n­ 
dred per cent o f theo lo gy and 
philo so phy co u ld perish o v er­ 
night and the wo rld be reliev ed.

That ju dgment seems to me to 
be mu ch to o sev ere o n philo so ­ 
phy and theo lo gy . 
It giv es me a rather qu eer 
feeling, when I think abo u t it, 
to walk thro u gh a library and 
ru minate a bit o n all tho se tho u ­ 
sands o f v o lu mes written, many 
o f them, by men and wo men 
who hav e lo ng since died. I feel 
that I o u ght to take o ff my hat 
again, which is impo ssible. 
It is no do u bt tru e that many 
o f tho se v o lu mes co u ld be de­ 
stro y ed with no great lo ss, bu t 
it wo u ld be an awfu l thing to de­ 
stro y them all. 


There is no great danger that 
all the libraries in the wo rld will 
be razed becau se o ne man say s 
that he has spent a large part 
o f thirty y ears finding o u t what 
is in bo o ks and th at he no w 
kno ws the answer: Mo stly ju nk. 
Ev en tho u gh the qu estio n is 
an idle o ne, I hav e been think­ 
ing abo u t it qu ite a bit (may be 
th at’s the reaso n I’v e been think­ 
ing abo u t it). 
Wo u ldn’t this be a dismal place 
if men nev er lo o ked abo u t and 
asked qu estio ns? 
What if the 
answers hav e been u nsatisfac­ 
to ry ? The qu est itself indicates 
that back o f, o r in, o r o v er this 
v ast u niv erse there is a pro fo u nd 
intelligence, that there IS an an­ 
swer. Tho se v o lu mes o f du st- 
co v ered “wo rks” in philo so phy 
and theo lo gy , witho u t reading 
what they hav e to say , say so me­ 
thing which is impressiv e. 


Bert Mo ses will hav e in his 
“Sap and Salt,” within the nex t 
few weeks: “A co lu mnist is a 
writer who u ses many big wo rds 
to ex press a few small ideas.” 
I think the wo rd philo so pher 
is big eno u gh to co v er a little 
man (phy sically speaking) like 
Bert.

No rfo lk, Va., April 22 (IP)— 
Twenty -eight y ears, and the le­ 
gendary treasu re which 
went 
do wn with the ill-fated Merida 
still calls to tho se who wo u ld 
o pen the v au lts o f Neptu ne. 
The 1939 treasu re-hu nting sea­ 
so n was o fficially o pened with 
the arriv al here o f Cav alier Lu igi 
Faggian and Dr. Mario Silv estri, 
leaders o f an Italian ex peditio n 
making a seco nd attem pt—o n 
their part—to dig do wn in o ld 
Dav y Jo nes po ckets fo r the silv er 
bu llio n, 
and 
perhaps 
jewels, 
which the Merida carried do wn 
in May , 1911. 
They came o v er o n a 
fast 
steamer ahead o f the treasu re- 
hu nting ship, Falco , which was 
appro aching the Virginia co ast 
to day after sailing fro m Spezia, 
Italy , March 17. She is du e to ar­ 
riv e Tu esday . 
The treasu re, v ario u sly esti­ 
mated all the way fro m $500,000 
to $6,000,000 lies in 225 feet o f 
water 65 miles o ff Cape Henry , 
where 
the 
Merida 
fo u ndered 


when rammed by the Admiral 
Farragu t. So far it has defied 
the effo rts o f men o n many ex ­ 
peditio ns, tho u gh sev eral bo ld 
v entu rers hav e claimed to hav e 
lo cated the wreck.

Dillinger Echo 
Co mes Up Again 


Lo s Angeles, April 22 (IP)—An 
echo o f the Jo hn Dillinger sho o t­ 
ing was heard to day as Jo seph E. 
P. Du nn, fo rmer chief o f the Lo s 
Angeles o ffice o f the Federal Bu ­ 
reau o f Inv estigatio n disclo sed he 
paid the “wo man in red*’ whq 
po inted o u t the desperado in 
Chicago $5,000 fo r her info rma­ 
tio n. 
Du nn, who resigned recently , 
said the wo man, Mrs. Anna Sage, 
was sent here by G-men becau se 
o f fears fo r her life if she re­ 
mained in Chicago . He added she 
wo re the same red dress when 
she came to &js o ffice th at at­ 
tracted federal agents’ attentio n 
to her as she and Dillinger left 
a Chicago theatre. 
Mrs. Sage was depo rted three 
y ears ago to her nativ e Ru mania 
as an “u ndesirable alien.” 


Washingto n, April 22 (IP) — 
Cu sto ms o fficials will pu t into 
effect at dawn to mo rro w the 25 
per cent ex tra tariff du ty which 
the treasu ry impo sed o n German 
go o ds du ring last m o nth’s crisis 
o v er the seizu re o f Czecho -Slo - 
v akia. 
German go o ds, which already 
pay higher tariff' du ties than 
tho se o f any o ther co u ntry , were 
assessed the ex tra 25 per cent 
after a ru ling by the atto rney 
general that Germany ’s intricate 
cu rrency sy stem co nstitu ted a 
su bsidy to stimu late German ex ­ 
po rts. The United States tariff 
law o f 1930 decrees the impo si­ 
tio n o f co u nterv ailing du ties to 
o ffset fo reign ex po rt su bsidies. 
Similar bu t smaller ex tra tariffs 
are in effect o n so me Netherland 
dairy pro du cts and indiv idu al 
items o f sev eral o ther co u ntries. 
'Treasu ry o fficials said they 
&& no t kno w what effect the 
special du ties wo u ld hav e o n 
German trade bu t that a ru sh o f 
so me impo rters to bring in Ger­ 
m an « o o ds befo re to mo rro w in­ 
dica ted th at impo rts fro m the 
Reich wo u ld be greatly cu rtailed 
thereafter. 
German sales to this co u ntry 
n recent y ears hav e co nsisted 
primarily o f cameras, so diu m 
and po tash co mpo u nds, scien­ 
tific instru ments and so me ty pes 
o f precisio n machinery . 
To y s, 
dy es, tex tiles and many o f the 
o ther pre-war staples o f German 
;rade lo ng since hav e decreased 
in impo rtance. Particu larly in 
the m atter o f to y s, the United 
States no t o nly makes its o wn 
to y s no w bu t is the principal 
seller o f them in wo rld markets. 
Since it is Germany ’s po licy 
to try to balance its impo rts and 
ex po rts with o ther co u ntries, a 
redu ctio n 
o f 
American 
pu r­ 
chases fro m Germany might re­ 
su lt in cu rtailment o f trade in 
the o ther directio n, as well. Ho w­ 
ev er, so me trade ex po rts said 
Germany had limited its pu r­ 
chases here to v ital necessities 
fo r sev eral y ears and might no t 
be in a po sitio n to cu rtail them 
mu ch mo re. Germany ’s princi­ 
pal pu rchases here are co pper, 
o il and co tto n. 
Last y ear trade between the 
two co u ntries co ntinu ed a fo u r* 
y ear decline, the United States 
bu y ing $64,537,000 wo rth o f go o ds

Maintenance wo rkers are no w 
engaged in painting these traf­ 
fic signs a deep y ello w, selected 
fo r its visibility under artificial 
as well as natural light. This 
same co lo r is used o n state high­ 
way trucks and as a backgro und 
fo r curve and similar warning 
signs. It is estimated that there 
are appro x imately three hundred 
intersectio ns o n the state high­ 
way sy stem where traffic lights 
are in o peratio n. A majo rity o f 
these 
are 
o n 
state 
highway 
ro utes in cities and to wns. 
Studies by state highway traf­ 
fic engineers revealed that fre­ 
quently sto p-and-go signals were 
almo st invisible against a tree 
o r so me o ther backgro und sim­ 
ilar in co lo r. This was particu­ 
larly true during day light ho urs 
when the signal lights were no t 
as no ticeable as at nighty 
The ado ptio n o f a unifo rm 
co lo r fo r all traffic signals o n 
the state sy stem is ano ther step 
o n the part o f the co mmissio n 
to standardize signs and m ark­

o f state highway s. A unifo rm 
plan o f marking curves, turns, 
intersectio ns and o ther po ssible 
hazards and a unifo rm sy stem o f 
directio nal signs has been ado pt­ 
ed previo usly .

Washingto n, April 22 (Æ5)—The 
administratio n wo n a victo ry Fri­ 
day when the ho use appro ved a 
bill co ntinuing the President’s 
bro ad mo netary po wers fo r two 
y ears. 
Specifically , the measure which 
went to the senate wo uld ex ­ 
tend fro m June 30, 19 39 to June 
30, 19 41, the President’s right 
to devalue the do llar an addi­ 
tio nal nine per cent, the treas­ 
ury ’s $2,000,000,000 stabilizatio n 
fund, and the autho rity to buy 
newly 
mined 
do mestic 
silver 
abo ve wo rld prices. 
Fro m start to finish, the fight 
o ver the bill was o ne o f party 
against party . Republicans were 
aligned so lidly against the meas­ 
ure, sharpsho o ting at it fro m ev­ 
ery angle. 
But the heavy Demo cratic m a­ 
jo rity , o nce mo re under the co n­ 
tro l o f its leadership, suppo rted 
the bill almo st to a man. It beat 
do wn metho dically every Repub­ 
lican attem pt to amend the 
measure. 
The mino rity fo cused its chief 
o ppo sitio n against the do llar de­ 
valuatio n pro visio n and twice 
went do wn to defeat o n amend­ 
ments to strip it fro m the bill. 
“The questio n is,” said Rep­ 
resentative Luce (R-Mass), “will 
y o u use at this mo ment the o p­ 
po rtunity to allay the fears o f 
ihe business wo rld. This amend­ 
ment will appease them. The 
o nly pro blem here is o ne o f psy ­ 
cho lo gy —it’s no t o f finance. 
“When business is stagnant, 
the co untry suffers. Here’s y o ur 
chance to stifle fear and let busi­ 
ness go ahead.” 
It was the Republicans’ co n- 
entio n that business is hesitant 
fo r fear the President might sud­ 
denly reduce the go ld co ntent o f 
he do llar ano ther nine percent

Bainbridg e Colby , speaking at a dinner in 
New York the other nig ht, qu oted the phrase of 
John Brig ht that “the trou ble with g reat think­ 
ers is that they so often think wrong .” 
The g entleman is himself a thinker. 
He 
started his pu blic career as an ardent partisan 
of Theodore Roosev elt and wou nd u p as a law 
partner of Woodrow Wilson. That takes thou g ht, 
and fast thou g ht, too. First he was a Repu b­ 
lican, then a Prog ressiv e, then a Democrat, and 
now he’s anti-New Deal. He has the cou rag e 
of his conv iction, whatev er those happen to be 
at the moment. A rotu nd thinker with a flair 
for the dramatic and a g ift for rhetorical 
periods, Mr. Colby was secretary of state for a 
twelv e-month in 1920 and 1921 du ring the ill­ 
ness of President Wilson, who had dismissed 
Robert Lansing for insu bordination. 
Of Mr. Colby ’s admiration for Wilson and for 
Wilsonian foreig n policies there can hav e been 
no qu estion. It is all the more remarkable, then, 
to find him now in the role of an isolationist. 
The Democratic Colby an isolationist and the 
Repu blican Stimson an interv entionist! And 
as if this were not confu sing enou g h in a 
world of confu sion, Senator William E. Borah, 
arch-foe of the Leag u e of Nations, writes a 
letter praising the “far-seeing statesmanship” 
of Woodrow Wilson! It wou ldn’t su rprise u s a bit 
to hear that Jim Reed of Missou ri had accepted 
a knig hthood in the most noble order of St. 
Michael and St. Georg e, or the ribbon of the 
French Leg ion of Honor. 
Yes, John Brig ht was rig ht. Great thinkers 
often think wrong . If Mr. Colby was rig ht in 
1920, he’s wrong now. If Mr. Borah was wrong 
in 1920, then he mu st be rig ht now.

DANZIG 
Danzig now becomes the immediate center 
of the cy clonic conditions in Eu rope. If Poland 
pu ts u p a fig ht ag ainst Hitler’s inclu sion of 
the city in Germany , Chamberlain, after his 
assu rance to Poland, can scarcely ig nore Po­ 
land’s position as a ju stifiable casu s belli. Dan­ 
zig wou ld then become the spark to set off the 
g eneral conflag ration.

Danzig is now a 
free city . That is, it is not in Poland and it is 
not in Germany . The free city (or state) of 
Danzig abu ts both Poland and Germany . Hit­ 
ler’s troops can march into it withou t setting 
foot on Polish g rou nd. Bu t the German ac­ 
qu isition of the city of Danzig is the first step 
toward g rabbing Gdy nia later and closing Po­ 
land’s corridor to the sea. 
Therefore if 
Poland 
feels itself 
powerfu l 
enou g h with British-French su pport su ccess­ 
fu lly to challeng e the occu pation of Danzig , 
Poland will resist. 
Bu t if Poland dou bts, there will be no ex plo­ 
sion, and Hitler ag ain will hav e sav ed to him­ 
self the initiativ e in eastern Eu rope. 


This is a land of freedom and that certain­ 
ly shou ld inclu de freedom from Eu ropean wars.
